Yesterd ay aftern oon Wilson A. P a t­ 
terson , a promin en t an d wealthy farm­ 
er, came to town to atten d the coun ty 
f d r. In con versin g with W. T. Robert­ 
son , vice-presid en t of the Win n ebago 
ban k, he d roped the remark that he 
owed n o man on earth a d ollar, an d 
thought he would comed own an d spen d 
a little 
mon ey 
with 
his 
Rockford 
frien d s. 
Mr. Robertson thought d ifferen tly, 
an d , takin g Patterson to his office, 
showed him a n ote for $300 bearin g his 
( sign ature. 
This n ote the Win n ebago 
ban k held , amon g a bun ch of others, 
amoun tin g in all to $9,060, as security 
fora loan of $3,900 mad e to the Duran d 
ban k. 
“That's a forgery,” d eclared Mr. 
Patterson 
“ I owe n o mon ey, an d have 
n ever sign ed a n ote in my life.” 
Then Patterson wen t back to the 
fail’groun d s an d told of the forgery, 
amon g others to Let Norton of Duran d , 
| an old man who is n o relation to the 
ban k cashier, but who had $4,000 on d t-r 
posit in the Duran d ban k. 
About 2:30 o’clock Norton rushed in ­ 
to Sawyer’s livery barn an d ex cited ly 
I asked for his fastest team of horses 
an d lightest carriage, that the livery­ 
man would guaran tee to get him to Du­ 
ran d in an hour. 
Norton was out of 
breath an d perspirin g from the hot 
haste' in which he had mad e the run 
from the fair groun d s to Sawyers -ta­ 
bles. 
The stable proprietor in formed 
his caller that his last team had just 
left the d oor, but that he would rin g up 
Keyt's stable an d get him the rig ho 
wan ted . 
“ All right, telephon e them' for me 
an d I will run ahead an d get the team.

fruits, of other fruits an d vegetables 
than those called for or of preservatives. 
I11 thi! case of can n ed vegetables thero is 
¡in accid en tal ad ulteration from the in - 
gr« Hiien ts of the can , such as lead an d 
tin , an d which may, its a rule, be at­ 
tributed to a lack of care in can n in g. 
In all of the groups men tion ed the 
ad ulteration practiced is of the most 
flagran t an d ex ten sive kin d . 
Catchups 
are mad e of skin s an d cores in stead of 
the pure vegetables, then colored with 
a coal tur prod uct an d load ed with sali­ 
cylic acid to 
preven t 
fermen tation . 
Fruit butters are n othin g hut parin gs 
an d scrapin gs of fruit to which glucose, 
starch an d colorin g have been ad d ed , 
with salicylic acid as a preservative. 
Jellies are mad e from glucose flavored 
with essen tial oils an d colored , to which 
salicylic acid is ad d ed . 
Some fruit jel­ 
lies marked as pure huve n ever seen a 
trace of fruit. What is true of jellies ia 
true of preserves. 
Put together refuse 
material, the cheapest sort of glueose, 
some colorin g an d salicylic acid , an d 
you have the composition of n on e* of the 
cheaper forms of preserves that are to 
be foun d on the shelves of some of our 
grocery stores. 
Of these coarser forms 
of ad ulteration s it will he un n ecessary 
to say even a word . They are un iversal­ 
ly recogn ized as un fit to h<- used , an d 
every hon est d ealt r is of the opin ion 
that the soon er they are d riven out of 
the market the better it will bo for
